Summarized it provides as follows 


The first section provides for th< 


coining at the mint of tea, twenty 
five, and fifty cent pieces for the re 
demption of tbe forty-five millions o; 
fractional currency now out. 


The second section repeals th< 


oharga of one filth of one per eentnm 
for converting standard gold bullion 
into coin. 


The third section — and 
opecia 


•Ueution to this is asked — repeal 
the limit of circulating notes of na 
tional banks. It authorizes 
each 


existing bank to increase its oironla 
ting notes under the law without re 
epect to any limit heretofore made 


It authorizes new banks to be or 


ganized, under tho I»TT, without re 
•pect to any pro'/iorw limit. 


And it repeals all previous provis 


ions of law for the distributions o 
national bank currency among thi 
States and Territoiies. 


It also provides that as new notei 


we iasned to existing or to new banks 
''It ftknli be tho duty of the Secretary 
of the Treasury to redeem tbe legal 
tender United States notes in excess 
only of 8300,000,000 to the amount o: 
(80 per centum of the sum of nation- 
al-bank notes so issued to any such 
banking association as aforesaid, and 
to continue such redemption as such 
circulating notoa are issued nnti] 
there shall be outstanding the sum oi 
§300,000,000 of snob 
legal-tender 


United States notes, and no more.' 


It also provides, "that on and aftei 


the last day of January, 1879, tbe 
Secretary of the Tr usury shall redeem 
in coin the United States legal-tender 
notes, then outstanding, on their pre 
•entntion for redemption at the oflsoe 
of tba AimUtant Treasurer of the 
United States in the city of New York 
in toots of not lass than $50.'.' 


And it also provided that to enable 


tho Sec-rotary to prepare for this re 
demption he is authorized to use any 
surplus rovenneu in tbe Tresnry not 
otherwise appropriated, and to veil 
at not less than par in coin, either o; 
the descriptions of bonds named in 
tba aot of July 14, 1870 to the extent 
noaetisary, to carry this aot, into full 
effect, ami to use tile proceeds there 
of for tho purpose af orasaid.

This caused 
i delny of several daya, which the 
Nevada people contended was un- 
necessary, They were willing to pay 
local rates from Sacramento to Reno, 
provided that, .they could ba eaoam- 
modated by having the goods laid 
down there on the way across the 
continent. 
The Eastern roada - for 


montba objected, bnt at the earnest 
solicitation from the railroad people 
on this side permission was ulti- 
mately given, so that what Howard 
cited as an tot of injustice was realty 
a concession obtained 'by the Central 
Pacific.
